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REPORT TO STOCKHOLDERS 

We are pleased to report on the Company’s progress for the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1963, and to submit to you the 
Statement of Consolidated Income and the Consolidated Balance 
Sheet. 

Net income was $15,486,232, as compared with $15,295,933 
the year before. This amounted to $3.69 per share of common 
stock, as compared with $3.62 per share in the previous year. 

Our sales were $375,781,071, as compared with $364,692,903 
last year. 

Dividends totaling $2.20 per share were declared on The 
Quaker Oats Company common shares outstanding on the 
record dates. 

Q Q Q 

Dividends received from non-consolidated subsidiary com¬ 
panies totaled $1,018,013, or $.25 per share as compared with 
$.60 per share in 1962 and $.21 per share in 1961. The 1962 
dividends were extraordinarily large because of the special 
withdrawal of accumulated earnings from the English sub¬ 
sidiary, amounting to $.31 per share. 

From 1955 to 1962 depreciation was recorded on an acceler¬ 
ated basis consistent with Federal income tax regulations then 
in effect. In 1962 the regulations were further liberalized, and 
additional amounts of depreciation are now being used for 
Federal income tax purposes in accordance therewith. This year 
a change in accounting policy was made, whereby depreciation 
is recorded at straight-line rates and reserves are set aside for 
the applicable deferred Federal income tax liabilities. This 
policy is in accordance with accepted accounting principles. 

Federal income tax settlements were made for the years 1953 
through 1960. Previously established reserves which were no 
longer required were returned to income. The change in account¬ 
ing for depreciation and the income tax settlement had the effect 
of increasing net income approximately $.31 a share. Further 
details are provided in the notes to financial statements. 

Q Q Q 

Our breakfast cereal business was satisfactory for the year. 
Although volume was off slightly on Quaker and Mother’s Oats, 
profits were up and our share of the hot cereal market was 
maintained. In the growing ready-to-eat field, our new Life 
cereal advanced in both volume and share of market. It is now 
well established alongside Quaker Puffed Rice, Quaker Puffed 
Wheat, and Muffets Shredded Wheat. As a result of this good 
experience, we are planning additional entries in the ready- 
to-eat market. 



Our Aunt Jemima line of mixes improved its position of 
leadership. We are also pleased to report that our restaurant 
franchise program for pancake houses is moving ahead rapidly. 
Under this interesting program, we franchise the operation and 
supervise both restaurant design and food quality for a modest 
fee. The capital investment is made by the operator. We believe 
that these attractive restaurants, together with the fine quality 
of their pancakes and waffles, will both strengthen the Aunt 
Jemima brand and contribute to greater public interest in 
pancake eating. 

Q Q Q 

In the rapidly growing, highly competitive pet food industry 
the Company enjoyed favorable gains in the dog food field with 
Ken-L Ration, Ken-L Treats, Ken-L Biskit, and Ken-L Meal. 
Puss ’n Boots cat food retained leadership in its field but ex¬ 
perienced a volume decline. This was due to a number of reasons, 
particularly the growth in the small size variety cat foods and 
in dry cat foods. In both fields we are now competitive. We are 
introducing Puss ’n Boots Pamper, a dry cat food, and six small 
size Puss ’n Boots variety cat foods shown on the inside back 
cover. 

q q q 

The Burry Biscuit Division made good progress in consoli¬ 
dating its operations with the Company. In the East volume 
increased, and the new products which were introduced were 
well received. In the West the Burry Biscuit Division acquired a 
new, modern plant at Buena Park, California, near Los Angeles. 
These facilities were purchased to take over the Glendale, 
California operations and to provide room for expansion. The 
startup costs were considerable, but the lines are now operating 
efficiently and the outlook for growth in that great population 
area is encouraging. 

Q Q Q 

Over-all sales outside the United States were the equivalent 
of $90,000,000, a little above last year. Included were sales of 
$47,000,000 of the non-consolidated companies in Europe, Latin 
America, and Australia which are not a part of the consolidated 
financial statements. Earnings from these companies were 
$1,500,000, or about the same as last year. 

Sales and earnings both improved in Europe. New conven¬ 
ience food products, some of which are shown on the back cover, 
were introduced in the United Kingdom, Germany, France, 
Italy, Holland, Belgium, Denmark, and Sweden. We continued 
to strengthen the organizations in this area and believe we are 
well situated to handle growth in the Common Market and other 







trading groups as they develop. A new company was formed in 
Italy for the manufacture and sale of our products there. 

Sales increased in Latin America, but unsettled conditions 
and continued inflation in Argentina, Brazil, and Colombia 
affected profits adversely. Several new products with promising 
volume and profit potential were introduced in these countries. 
The new Venezuelan plant was completed and prospects in that 
market appear favorable. 

The Canadian profits again increased considerably on about 
the same sales volume as last year. All parts of our business in 
Canada contributed to this improvement. A site was acquired at 
Guelph, Ontario, where a new feed mill will be built this year. 
Modernization of our plant at Peterborough, Ontario, continued. 

Q Q Q 

Substantial cost reductions in the manufacturing area have 
been achieved during the past year through extensive modern¬ 
ization and mechanization of our plants and production systems. 
Modern pneumatic mills have been designed and installed for 
oat and corn milling. New electronically controlled feed mills 
are now operating. Our new pet food plant at New Bedford, 
Massachusetts, has been in operation for several months, and 
the results are gratifying. 

Capital expenditures totaled $10,295,113 for the year as 
compared with $10,559,571 the year previous. 

A significant customer service improvement has been care¬ 
fully planned and tested and is being introduced at this time. 
This improvement, called Palletized Shipping, combines a new 
design in boxcars and a new concept in loading. Customer ad¬ 
vantage will be damage elimination and unloading cost reduc¬ 
tion. We will benefit in reduced loading costs and less damage 
to our cases. The railroads will get heavier payloads and quicker 
turnaround. Several Company departments are coordinating 
efforts on this progressive project. 

Q Q Q 

The feed industry, of which we have been a part for many 
years, has been changing rapidly. A year ago the overproduc¬ 
tion of broilers brought about extremely low prices and serious 
losses to many growers. That situation, while it is not as acute 
this year, still exists. Because of it, our total feed volume was 
down. By careful planning, our profits in that division were up 
over a year ago. Our receivables were carefully supervised and 
reserves are adequate. 

Two new Cattle-izer beef and dairy feeds were well received 
by cattlemen and dairymen, and we look forward to increased 
tonnage on these two new items in the current fiscal year. 







A new feed mill at Sioux City, Iowa, is under construction 
and should be operating late in 1963. A lease arrangement for a 
plant at Cuero, Texas, has been consummated. This will improve 
our customer service greatly in the important south Texas 
market. 

Q Q Q 

Our chemicals business has been generally good both at home 
and abroad, but is experiencing strong competition for the 
available business. 

The use of furfuryl alcohol in foundry resins is continuing to 
grow at a very satisfactory rate. The demonstrated ability to 
lower foundry costs through higher core production rates, better 
castings, fewer rejects, and lower unit labor cost is responsible. 
New formulas for special applications will broaden the range 
of usefulness of these resins. 

During 1964 our product line will be broadened by the ad¬ 
dition of tetrahydrofuran. This chemical, made from furfural, 
is useful as a specialty solvent and also for the production of 
foams, films and fibers. Tetrahydrofuran will be produced at 
our Memphis Chemicals Plant, using a new, efficient process 
developed by our research staff. 

Q Q Q 

Intensified research and development efforts of recent years 
have produced significant results. Last year the laboratory 
turned over for marketing new cereals, pet foods, mixes, and 
other convenience foods. Many more new products are under 
development, some of which will be ready for our sales organiza¬ 
tion this year. In addition to this emphasis on new products, 
there is constant attention given to the improvement of existing 
products and processes. 

Our research program will be expanded further during the 
present fiscal year, and we are confident that important benefits 
will continue to accrue to the Company in the future as a-result 
of expenditures in this area. 

Q Q Q 

At the December 12, 1962 meeting of the Board of Directors, 
Mr. Donold B. Lourie was elected to the office of Chairman of 
the Board. He continues his responsibility as Chief Executive 
Officer. As Chairman he succeeded Mr. R. Douglas Stuart, whose 
decision to retire was announced at that time. Mr. Stuart re¬ 
mains a member of the Board of Directors and Executive Com¬ 
mittee. He has been a Director since 1925 and served as 
President and as Vice Chairman of the Board before his election 
as Chairman in 1956. 









The Board elected Mr. Colin S. Gordon to the office of Vice 
Chairman of the Board. Mr. Robert D. Stuart, Jr., who had been 
Vice President—Grocery Products Sales since 1959, was elected 
to the office of President of the Company. 

Also at the December 12 meeting the Board of Directors 
elected Mr. Robert A. Bowen to the office of Controller, succeed¬ 
ing Mr. George B. Whitfield, who had requested that he be 
relieved of the responsibilities of that office. Mr. Whitfield 
remains with the Company on special assignments. 

On November 1, 1962, Mr. B. C. L. Summers, Vice President— 
Europe, relinquished his position as Managing Director of 
Quaker Oats Limited to become Chairman of the Board of that 
company. Mr. R. H. Towler was appointed Managing Director 
of Quaker Oats Limited. 


Q Q Q 

Prior to the annual stockholders meeting at Flemington, New 
Jersey, in November 1962, two of our valued Directors re¬ 
quested that they not be renominated. Mr. Edward L. Ryerson, 
a leader in business and civic affairs, had been a Director since 
1924. Mr. Edward D. Andrews, who retired in 1960 as Vice 
President in charge of Mechanical Development, was first as¬ 
sociated with the Company in 1919 and was elected to the Board 
in 1941. Both had made unique and invaluable contributions to 
the Company’s progress. 

At the annual meeting of the stockholders, two new members 
were elected to the Company’s Board of Directors, Mr. George 
W. Burry and Mr. Merrill E. Olsen. Mr. Burry founded Burry 
Biscuit Corporation and has been associated with The Quaker 
Oats Company since acquisition of the Burry Biscuit business 
in January 1962. Mr. Olsen joined the Company in 1941. He 
was appointed General Counsel in 1954 and became a Vice 
President two years later. 


Q Q Q 

At this time the grain crops in this country appear to be 
above average, particularly corn, oats, and soybeans. We believe 
these will be of good milling quality and should contribute to 
satisfactory yields. 

To our people here and abroad, to our stockholders, and 
to those with whom we do business, go our sincere thanks 
and appreciation.

Properties have been converted at U.S. dollar cost at dates of 
acquisition; net current and other assets have been converted 
at the lower of cost or current rate of exchange. 

The reserves for possible loss on uncollectible accounts de¬ 
ducted from accounts receivable amounted to $1,709,709 at June 
30, 1963 and $1,717,233 at June 30, 1962. 

Provisions for depreciation included in the statement of con¬ 
solidated income are on a straight-line basis for the year ended 
June 30, 1963 and amounted to $4,757,686. In the previous year 
they were based on accelerated rates and amounted to $6,086,715. 
The change in depreciation method did not have a material effect 
on net income for the year ended June 30, 1963. The entire 
Federal 7% investment credit to June 30, 1963 of $745,459 
has been credited to Property, Plant and Equipment. 

Provision for Federal and foreign income taxes has been re¬ 
duced by $775,000 from settlement of prior year liabilities and 
includes a provision of $1,446,211 for deferred tax liability 
relating to current deductions for depreciation for tax purposes 
in excess of that booked on a straight-line basis. 

During the year options were exercised under the Managerial 
Stock Option Plan for the purchase of 1,024 shares of Common 




















Stock at $60.50 per share. The excess of the proceeds over the 
par value of the stock less expenses of issuance ($56,765) was 
credited to Amount in Excess of Par Value of Common Stock. 
Options were granted during the year to 97 managerial em¬ 
ployees, including officers, for the purchase of 24,685 shares 
at $66.3125 per share, the market price on the date of the grant. 
Options are exercisable in varying annual percentages after 
one year from date of grant, and expire ten years from that 
date, or earlier under certain conditions. Options for 5 shares 
terminated during the year. At the end of the year, options 
were outstanding for the purchase of 64,082 shares at $60.50 
per share, 155,685 shares at $80.50 per share, and 24,685 shares 
at $66.3125 per share; and 1,295 shares remained available for 
option.
